1. DCM TOOK UP SUBJECT OF UNESCO RESOLUTION ON 
JERUSALEM WITH FOREIGN MINISTRY UNDERSECRETARY 

NADIM EMPHASIZING HARSHER TERMS PRESENT RESOLUTION CONTAINS 
IN CONTRAST TO EARLIER RESOLUTIONS ON SAME SUBJECT. ALSO 
EXPRESSED OUR DEEP CONCERN THAT IF RESOLUTION PASSED, 

IT COULD HAVE SERIOUS EFFECT ON US CONGRESSIONAL AND 
PUBLIC ATTITUDES TOWARD CONTINUING SUPPORT FOR 
UNESCO AND OTHER UN AGENCIES. 

2. NADIM AGREED THAT IT WOULD BE INDEED UNFORTUNATE 
IF PASSAGE OF RESOLUTION, AS IT NOW STANDS, WOULD 
RESULT IN LESSENED SUPPORT FOR UNESCO AND SAID 
THAT IRAN HAD BEEN HOPEFUL THAT LATIN AMERICAN 
EFFORT TO MODIFY TERMS OF PRESENT RESOLUTION 
WOULD SUCCEED. APPARENTLY, HOWEVER, THEY HAVE NOT. 

HE WENT ON TO SAY THAT IRAN CANNOT ASSOCIATE 
ITSELF WITH EFFORTS TO MODIFY THE PRESENT RESOLUTION 
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BECAUSE OF STRONG RELIGIOUS SENTIMENT IN IRAN OVER
